1. Claims 3-5, 8, 9 and 11-14 which have been renumbered as 1-9 respectively are 
allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1-9, the prior art of record fails to teach replacing a route valid/invalid situation as 
control information transferred from the controlling means based on a network 
management protocol with route switching information based on a routing protocol, and 
then outputs the route switching information to the route propagating router. The 
closest reference, Rumiko (H 10-023060), teaches of a decision-making route control 
system comprising: a decision-making judging computer including a monitoring means, 
a judging means, a controlling means, a route generating router and a route 
propagating rquter, but fails to teach of replacing a route valid/invalid situation as control 
information transferred from the controlling means based on a network management 
protocol with route switching information based on a routing protocol, and then outputs 
the route switching information to the route propagating router.
